WAIKIKI, HONOLULU — Feb. 3 - (Delayed) 
— Aloha from Waikki! Translated for you Main­ 
landers, this means I never knew foreign corre­ 
sponding could be like this. 
If this communique from Hawaii appears a bit 
fragmentary and lacking in logical continuity, 
blame the magic of the Polynesian food, the strik­ 
ing beauty of the island and the blissfulness of the 
tropical weather, all of which combine for an in­ 
comparable parlay. 
Truly, this sort of thing mitigates against any 


work at all (you call this work?) and I’m peril­ 
ously close to succumbing to the prime pursuit 
of a million other tourists, give or take a few 
thousand — that easy-going chore of doing noth­ 
ing. 


At the moment, I’m comfortably squared 
away in one of the several lush tropical gardens 
of the elegant Royal Hawaiian hotel, the class and 
the best of Hawaii, watching happy thousands dis­ 
port themselves on the beach and in the warm 
and surprisingly serene blue waters of the Pacific. 
At the moment I’m mighty proud of the Unit­ 


ed States of America for the wisdom it showed in 
grabbing up these islands as a territory in 1900 
and admitting them as a state in 1959. 
My pride becomes boundless when I consider 
that if Uncle Sam hadn’t used his head, I wouldn’t 
be living it up at Waikiki Beach, listening to ukuleles 
and golden throated islanders competing with the 
endless symphony of the doves which infest the 
towering palms much as the starlings protect Phila­ 
delphia’s city hall. 
If there’s been a tendency to overselling Hon­ 
olulu and Waikiki as an island paradise and the 
"playground of the Pacific,’’ I’ll leave the scoff­ 
ing to the skeptics. 


The spell of Waikiki is unmistakable. It has 
the effect of making you forget the world and 
lapse into a most happy state of complete laziness 
which I am doing with not inconsiderable speed 
and restrained gusto. 
In fairness, I must say that this is not part 
of the global study mission which took me to Eng­ 
land, India, Burma, Thailand, Hong Kong, Taiwan 
and Tokyo. Most of my some 30 fellow journalists 
are back on the Mainland. It would be more pre­ 
cise to say this has now become a personal study 
mission which, from the way things look at the

Release of the flier, who was 
sentenced to IO years in prison 
for spying after his high-flying 
U2 reconnaissance plane crashed 
deep inside Russia on May I, 
1960, was announced by White 
House Press Secretary Pierre 
Salinger. 
Hie pilot’s wife, Mrs. Barbara 
Powers, said the news was “the 
greatest happiness I have ever 
known.” Too excited to sleep, she 
said she expected to see her hus­ 
band by Sunday. 
Oliver Powers, the pilot’s fa­ 
ther, declared, “I was hoping it 
would happen but I didn't have 
no idea when." The Virginia 
shoemaker said he hoped bis son 
didn’t want to go back to flying. 
Salinger told a hastily called 
pre-dawn news conference that 
the 32-year-old former Air Force 
lieutenant was turned over to 
U.S. authorities in Berlin early 
this 
morning 
and 
would 
be 
rushed back to the United States 
in “a very short time.’’ 
Will Meet Family 
Powers will get a chance to 
meet privately with his family.

Two of the busiest men in Bris­ 
tol Borough these days are John 
Bums and James Manion, local 
Internal Revenue agents. 
They’re busy because it’s that 
time of year again — yes, you 
guessed it — Mr. L. R. Bucks 
is in the throes of making out his 
income tax form. 
At their office located at Farra­ 
gut Ave. and Monroe St., Buras 
and Manion are daily advising, 
informing and consoling the thou­ 
sands of taxpayers from the Low­ 
er Bucks area. 


While Burns was taking care of 
troubled callers who had queued 
up at the office window one after­ 
noon this week, Manion, between 
numerous telephone calls, explain­ 
ed the function of the agent. 
“What we strive to do,” Manion 
said, “is to get individuals to pre­ 
pare their returns themselves. 
“We used to do everything,” 
Manion said. “Even write their 
own name for some individuals,” 
Manion continued. 
"Now, by giving them guides to 
follow and answering their ques­ 
tions,” Manion said, “we find that 
most can complete the question- 


aire themselves.” 
While talking to the reporter, 
Manion got a call from one unhap. 
py man who said that he was de­ 
linquent in paying his taxes. 
“I went to the bank and my 
money wasn’t there,” the man 
complained. “I was told that the 
revenue collectors had taken the 
back tax money from my savings 
account. Can’t I do anything about 
it? the man asked. 
“Not if you had been previous­ 
ly warned,” Manion answered. 
The 
complainant 
hung 
up. 
“When their repeated warnings 
go unheeded, the collectors have 


to get tough,” Manion said. 
The revenue agent said that he 
has received other odd queries 
regarding deductions. 
“May I deduct medical ex­ 
penses for my cat?” an elderly 
asked one day. When Manion said 
no, the woman objected strenuous­ 
ly on the grounds that she con­ 
sidered the pet a member of the 
family. 
“ ‘Why can’t I?’ is the hardest 
question to answer,” Manion said.

He said that his office really 


starts to hum after Jan. 31. 
“People who figure that they’re 
going to get money back from 
the government are the first to 
come in or phone,” Burns said.
